Election^estrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1 -5, drawn to a composition, classified in class 252, subclass 79.1 . 

II. Claims 6-1 0, drawn to a mentod, classified in class 438, subclass 692. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 

be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product such as 
two different slumes with different selectivities of copper / barrier metal, the first slurry 
rapidly remove bulk copper and second slurry has the approximately same polishing 
rate for the copper and barrier metal.
